FORTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  SOCIETY  OF  THE 

CITY  OF  CHICAGO 

Chicago,  January  19,  1926. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  hospital  society  was  held  in  the  chapel  of  the 
hospital  on  Tuesday,  January  19th,  1926,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  ther.e  being  about 
forty-five  members  present. 

Mr.  Frank  S.  Shaw,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  was  in  the  Chair ; 
and  Asa  S.  Bacon,  Superintendent  of  the  hospital,  acted  as  Secretary. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Henry  Seymour  Brown,  D.D.,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Church  Extension,  and  newly  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  to  succeed  Dr.  Josiah  Sibley. 

Minutes  of  the  last  previous  annual  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  introduced  in  turn  Mrs.  Perkins  B.  Bass,  President  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board ;  Miss  M.  Helena  McMillan,  Superintendent  of 
the  Training  School  of  Nursing ;  John  Timothy  Stone,  D.D.,  Pastor  of  the 
Fourth  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Mr.  Asa  S.  Bacon,  Superintendent  of  the  hos- 
pital, each  of  whom  gave  a  short  address. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  year  1925  has  been,  in  many  ways,  a  very  trying  one  to  the  workers  in 
our  hospital.  Early  in  the  summer  it  was  decided  to  make  some  changes  and 
enlargements  in  the  hospital  and  the  work  was  started  as  promptly  as  possible 
thereafter.  From  that  time  on  for  the  balance  of  the  year  our  hospital  workers 
carried  on  the  activities  of  the  institution  under  very  great  difficulties.  It  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  President  in  this  public  way  to  give  due  credit  to  our  adminis- 
trative force,  our  nursing  force  and,  indeed,  all  of  our  workers  for  the  energy 
with  which  they  have  met  the  situation  and  the  patience  with  which  they  have 
carried  on  their  duties. 

The  close  oi  the  year  finds  the  alterations  and  improvements  almost  com- 
pleted. Additional  quarters  have  been  made  for  our  internes,  five  rooms  having 
been  added.  We  have  completed  the  connecting  link  between  the  Pavilion  and 
the  Jones  Building,  adding  something  like  forty  rooms  to  the  capacity  of  the 
hospital.  We  are  at  the  moment  putting  in  a  very  greatly  improved  kitchen  for 
our  general  dietitian  and  in  a  short  time  that  will  be  in  full  operation.  The 
operating  rooms,  X-ray  and  Laboratory  will  all  be  on  the  sixth  floor,  adding 
greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  We  are  still  at  work  on  the  seventh  floor 
and  when  the  work  is  completed  we  will,  it  is  hoped,  have  our  entire  obstetrical 
department  on  that  floor.  The  new  rooms  added  are  as  complete  in  their1  fur- 
nishings and  equipment  as  finances  and  brains  can  make  them,  the  style  and  the 
equipment  being  largely  due  to  the  efforts  and  ability  of  our  general  superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Bacon.  The  forces  of  the  hospital  may  justly  be  proud  of  these 
improvements. 
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One  notable  achievement  stands  out  perhaps  in  the  year's  work  and  that  is 
the  improvement  in  our  operating  rooms  to  avoid  disconcerting  explosions  from 
the  effects  of  static  electricity  on  anaesthetic  gases.  I  believe  that  the  Presby- 
terian was  the  first  hospital  to  grapple  with  this  problem,  and  we  have  it  solved 
to  the  satisfaction  of  our  surgeons  and  hospital  management.  In  this  work  we 
were  greatly  assisted  by  Mr.  Louis  A.  Ferguson,  Mr.  F.  B.  Johnson  and  Mr. 
E.  O.  Schweitzer  of  the  Testing  Department  of  the  Commonwealth  Edison 
Company.  To  these  representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  Edison  Company 
public  thanks  are  hereby  given.  The  difficulty  has,  I  believe,  been  fully  solved 
and  I  believe  it  is  now  quite  impossible  for  an  explosion  to  occur  in  our  operating 
rooms. 

I  regret  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  year  1925  was  closed 
with  a  substantial  deficit ;  the  result  very  largely,  of  course,  of  decreased  capacity 
while  the  alterations  were  going  on ;  and  also  to  the  fact  that  our  charity  account 
for  last  year  amounted  to  over  $210,000.00.  In  this  connection,  I  again  wish  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  excess  of  our  charity  over  the  amount  received  from 
the  general  endowment.  This  year  our  charity  cost  us  more  than  $40,000.00  over 
and  above  what  we  received  from  our  general  endowment  fund.

It  is  the  sad  duty  of  the  President  to  call  attention  to  the  death  of  Dr.  David 
W.  Graham,  for  many  years  an  outstanding  figure  in  the  history  of  the  hospital. 
He  served  as  attending  surgeon  for  twenty-nine  years  and  as  consulting  surgeon 
as  long  thereafter  as  he  lived.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  early  years  of  this  term 
of  service  occurred  during  the  beginnings  of  the  hospital,  and  to  Dr.  Graham, 
in  common  with  the  other  men  of  his  time,  much  is  due  for  the  constructive  serv- 
ice which  has  resulted  in  the  hospital  of  today.  I  also  have  to  call  attention  to 
the  death  of  Dr.  George  F.  Sutherland,  a  member  of  our  staff,  a  young  man  of 
great  promise  and  much  beloved. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  in  this  report  to  go  into  figures,  as  the  records  of 
the  various  departments  will  appear  in  our  year  book  for  your  inspection  and 
consideration. 

I  desire  again  to  give  full  credit  to  our  forces  whose  labors  in  this  hospital 
have  given  it  the  very  prominent  position  which  it  has  among  the  hospitals  of 
the  country.

SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

The  report  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  of  the  nursing  department  of  the 

Presbyterian  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  is  hereby  submitted: 

To>  carry  the  general  nursing  of  the  hospital  it  has  required  an  average  staff  of : 

Graduate    Nurses % 50 

Advanced    Student    Nurses 104 

Members  of  the  Preliminary  Class 41 

Total 195 

This  staff  besides  the  bedside  care  of  the  patients  assumes  responsibility  for 
the  work  of  the  operating  rooms,  including  all  clinics  of  the  Rush  Medical  Col- 
lege ;  provides  nurses  for  examining  and  dressing  rooms,  for  tray  service  rooms 
and  diet  kitchens.  Student  nurses,  also,  are  assigned  to  the  surgical  supply  room, 
to  the  occupational  and  to  the  social  service  departments. 

An  average  of  67  special  duty  nurses  giving  24,590  days  nursing  to  individual 
patients  of  the  hospital  have  been  on  daily  duty. 

The  Helen  North  Nurse,  on  duty  230  days,  has  cared  for  207  different  patients 
and  the  Gladys  Foster  Nurse  in  248  days,  283  patients.

as  contrasted  with  a  total  enrollment  in  1924  of  270.  The  decrease  from  an  aver- 
age student  body  of  225  in  1924  to  186  in  1925  has  necessitated  the  employment 
of  more  graduate  nurses,  while  the  recent  addition  to  the  Hospital  will  call  for 
further  use  of  the  graduate  general-duty  nurse. 

The  health  records  of  the  school  show  1,926  days'  illness  on  the  part  of  180 
student  nurses,  minimum  time  lost  being  \l/2  hours  and  the  maximum  77  days 
The  type  of  ailment  has  varied,  including:

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  gave  842  days'  care  to  members  of  the  school ; 
Durand  Contagious  Hospital  68  days;  the  remaining  1,016  days  being  spent  in  the 
Sprague  Home  under  the  care  of  the  Health  Nurse. 

The  total  number  of  days  lost  from  duty  for  all  causes,  including  illness, 
vacations  and  leave  of  absence  was  6,290. 

During  the  year  1,026  written  inquiries  regarding  the  school  were  received; 
personal  interviews  with  109  interested  young  women  are  recorded ;  240  complete, 
and  105  incomplete  applications  for  entrance  are  on  file;  114  of  these  were  accepted; 
100  students  entered  in  the  customary  April  or  October  class ;  a  total  of  34 
dropped  out  without  completing  the  course  ;  and  85  were  graduated. 

All  functions  of  the  school,  teaching,  supervising,  nursing  have  been  carried 
o:i  as  usual.  Staff  members  have  been  retained  or  new  appointments  made: 
equipment  of  the  laboratory,  class  rooms  and  library  have  been  renewed  when 
necessary  and  while  these  rooms  are  out  grown  they  are  used  to1  the  greatest 
possible   advantage. 

Subjects  and  hours  of  class  and  lecture  work  are  outlined  in  detail  in  the 
yearly  school  announcement,  the  schedule  conforming  in  general  to  principles 
approved  by  national  nurse  educators. 

A  valuable  contribution  made  this  year  by  the  Elizabeth  McCormick  Founda- 
tion was  a  series  of  talks  on  Health,  delivered  by  Dr.  Caroline  Hedger,  with  the 
purpose  of  emphasizing  positive  health  and  of  encouraging  the  student  nurse  to 
feel  a  definite  responsibility  for  her  own  health. 

As  yet  the  five-year  degree  and  diploma  course,  worked  out  with  university 
co-operation,  has  not  become  possible.  It  is  believed  that  lack  of  university  affilia- 
tion is  undoubtedly  affecting   class   enrollment. 

The  usual  student  activities  have  been  maintained :  The  Annual  Concert 
of  the  Florence  Nightingale  Chorus  added  $1,344.25  to  the  School  Endowment 
Fund,  while  school  co-operation  with  the  Alumnae  sale  on  December  seventh 
obtained  $500.00  for  the  Gladys  Foster  Fund. 
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Four  members  of  the  graduate  staff,  two  granted  scholarships  by  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  Board  and  by  the  Alumna?  Association,  attended  the  summer  course  in 
the  Department  of  Nursing  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  returned  to  us 
enthused  and  better  qualified  to  teach  and  supervise.  Further  development  of 
scholarships  for  advanced  study  and  preparation  would  be  of  much  value  to  the 
school. 

Five  head  nurses  of  the  hospital  were  permitted  to  respond  to  the  emergency 
call  of  the  American  Red  Cross  after  the  tornado  in  Southern  Illinois.  Other 
nurses  in  the  hospital  did  extra  work  in  order  that  they  and  this  institution 
might  have  the  privilege  of  serving  those  afflicted  by  the  great  calamity. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  Sprague  Home  has  been  kept  up  and  while  too 
small  for  present  needs,  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  requirements  of  the  nurse 
group  govern  the  general  conduct  of  the  home,  influencing  the  purchase  of  food 
and  other  supplies,  providing  a  routine  service  of  eight  meals  daily  and  making 
other  adjustments   fitting  the   unique  conditions  of   a  nurses'   home. 

The  Alumnae  Association  has  been  active  throughout  the  year  and  with 
rummage  sales  and  bazaars  has  added  $2,055.62  to  the  Endowment  Fund  which 
has  now  reached  $12,159.95.  Their  annual  bazaar,  for  which  graduates  of  the 
school  sent  articles  from  India,  China,  Persia  and  other  places,  brought  in 
$2,112.25,  of  which  sum  $500.00  was  appropriated  to  the  Gladys  Foster  Fund, 
bringing  it  up  to  $9,899.99.

Roswell  P.  Swezey  of  the  Highland  Park  Church,  and  Mrs.  Janet  Small  of  the 
Kenwood  Evangelical   Church.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

Mrs.  Perkins  B.  Bass 

Associate  Membership  Committee — Miss  Elizabeth  Stillwell,  Chairman,  col- 
lected about  $2,000.00  from  women  of  churches  in  the  Presbytery,  by  asking  for 
memberships  of  $1.00  or  more.  Our  aim  is  "Every  woman  an  Associate  Member." 
We  are  far  from  that  number.  The  great  majority  of  men  and  women  do  not 
bother  to  be  interested  in  a  hospital,  until  they  have  had  some  personal  call  upon 
it.  Perhaps  we  are  to  blame  to  a  certain  degree.  I  should  like  to  know  how 
many  thousand  women  of  the  churches  I  have  addressed  with  the  idea  of  creating 
an  interest  and  a  feeling  of  responsibility  for  this  work.  You  pastors  can  help 
a  great  deal  by  telling  them  some  little  incidents  that  have  come  to  your  notice. 
It  is  the  human  things  that  seem  to  count,  in  arousing  interest,  much  more  than 
figures.  Won't  you  tell  them  right  away,  now,  that  they  will  receive  a  card  or 
slip  asking  for  memberships  at  this  nominal  amount?  Each  one  should  have  a 
part  in  the  work  of  this  great  Presbyterian  charity  of  healing. 

Another  source  of  our  income  is  called  the  Pledge  Fund — Mrs.  Ezra  Warner, 
Chairman,  collecting  about  $3,000.00.  The  women  of  our  Board  years  ago,  weary 
of  the  intense  strain  of  giving  an  opera  concert,  ball  or  bazaar,  pledged  to  go  down 
in  their  bank  accounts  and  give  per  annum  whatever  they  could.  Some  give 
liberally ;  others  cannot  and  they  give,  by  getting,  in  various  ways  in  their  churches. 

A  third  way  of  securing  income  is  by  what  is  called  Contributors'  Fund — 
Airs.  James  Maltman,  Chairman,  collecting  this  year  nearly  $3,000.00.  Airs.  Ruby 
AlcCormick  Blair  in  1914  started  this  fund  among  some  friends  who  were  not 
Presbyterians.  Some  of  our  most  loyal  members  are  not  Presbyterians,  and  the 
subscriptions  to  this  fund  range  from  $5.00  up.  These  cards  are  sent  to  women, 
except   in  exceptional   instances,   as   we   do   not   want   to   conflict   with   your   lists. 

Child's  Free  Bed  Fund — Mrs.  Main,  Chairman,  has  always  been  our  Chair- 
man and  demonstrates  the  reason  for  Permanent  Funds.  The  Sunday  School 
children  with  pennies  and  dimes  have  established  five  free  beds  for  children. 
Easter  offerings  of  Sunday  Schools  are  one  of  our  best  additions  to  this  fund,  and 
again  the  pastors  hold  us  in  the  hollow  of  their  hands.  Through  the  kindness 
of  Mrs.   Stone,  we  have  a  small  pasteboard  bed  to  give  each  child  in  which  to 
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gather  the  Easter  offering.  Won't  you  write  in  or  give  to  Airs.  Main,  after 
this  meeting,  the  name  of  some  young  woman  in  your  school  who  will  see  that 
the  beds  are  cut  out,  pasted  and  given  to  the  children  and  then  tell  them  what 
they  can  do  with  them?  Don't  leave  it  to  the  superintendents  but  join  us  in 
gathering  in  a  good  harvest  this  Easter. 

Speaking  of  the  Sunday  School  Child's  Free  Beds,  our  Tag  Day  Committee 
of  Children's  Benefit  League  are  paying  on  their  third  free  bed  for  children.  Mrs. 
Tucker  is  not  only  chairman  for  the  Hospital  but  has  lately  been  made  President 
of  the  entire  League.  This  money  gathered  on  Tag  Day  carries  on  in  our  Social 
Service  Department  the  pre-natal  work,  which  is  doing  the  greatest  of  all  works, 
helping  to  bring  babies  into  the  world  well,  as  well  as  doing  much  to  teach  the 
mothers  to  care  for  themselves  and  their  babies.  A  part-time  Kindergarten 
under  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  also  is  supported  by  Tag  Day — teach- 
ing the  children  of  school  age  who  are  laid  up  for  any  length  of  time,  so  that 
they  do  not  fall  behind  in  their  education.  Miss  Schotte  of  Dr.  Vale's  church — 
a  school  teacher — is  coming  over  Saturday  afternoon  or  after  school  hours  to 
teach  such  children.  Her  work  is  without  pay  and  is  greatly  appreciated.  Mrs. 
James  Simpson,  Chairman  of  the  Children's  Department,  is  a  fairy  godmother  to 
the  children's  wards  and  babies'  wards  as  well  as  to  the  nurses  in  charge,  looking 
out  for  the  innumerable  things  that  are  luxuries  in  a  hospital  ward. 

The  Delicacies  committee,  of  which  Mrs.  Mentzer  of  Hyde  Park  Church  is 
Chairman,  collected — in  round  figures — 4,000  glasses  of  jelly,  jam,  etc.,  about  700 
of  which  came  from  the  women  of  Mrs.  Mentzer's  own  church.  The  Chairman 
also  collected  $792.05  in  money. 

I  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  pay  a  sincere  tribute  to  Mr.  Lanbisch,  the 
leader,  and  the  choir  organization  of  Dr.  Hepburn's  church.  This  organization 
furnishes  the  music  for  the  chapel  service  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month. 
If  any  other  pastor  has  a  choir  organization  in  his  church  which  would  be  will- 
ing to  take  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  music  for  a  regular  Sunday  each 
month,  it  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Woman's  Board  and  especially  by 
Mrs.  Ware,  wife  of  our  Chaplain,  who  has  charge  of  the  work  of  providing 
music  for  these  chapel  services.  Drexel  Park  always  gives  one  of  our  best 
Saturday  afternoon  entertainments.  Can  any  of  you  provide  music  or  stunts  that 
would  entertain  convalescents?  If  so,  please  communicate  with  Mrs.  Pollack, 
Chairman. 

The  Furnishings  Committee,  of  which  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Curtis  is  Chairman, 
and  Mrs.  Nichols,  Vice-Chairman,  has  for  years  purchased  a  certain  fraction  of 
the  sheets  and  linen  used  in  the  hospital.  Mrs.  Hackney  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Lyon, 
in  charge  of  a  Thanksgiving  Linen  Offering,  have  now  joined  forces  with  the 
Furnishings  Committee  to'  form  a  permanently  endowed  Linen  Fund  which  will 
be  built  up  by  the  Thanksgiving  Linen  offerings.  Mrs.  Haskell  originated  this 
fund  with  a  generous  gift,  and  very  soon  the  income  will  furnish  a  small  amount 
of  the  linen  used  at  the  hospital. 

The  Ward  Nurse  is  one  of  our  pet  funds  and  recently  the  income  from 
the  Mary  Reed  bequest  has  come  in  to  help  toward  that  fund  on  which,  in  con- 
junction with  the  student  nurses,  we  are  now  paying.  Miss  Helen  Drake  is 
Chairman  of  the  Training  School  of  Nursing  committee  and,  with  Miss  McMillan, 
keeps  us  in  touch  with  the  activities  of  the  school.  We  have  three  annual 
scholarships  and  offer  a  loan  to'  any  young  woman  of  outstanding  qualifications 
who<  needs  help  with  her  running  expenses. 

Central  Council  for  Nursing  Education,  of  which  Mrs.  George  Dixon  was 
Chairman  and  of  which  I  am  Vice-Chairman,  with  Mrs.  Graham,  Mrs.  Irons  and 
Mrs.  Simpson  on  the  Executive  Committee  and  Mr.  Shaw  as  a  delegate,  has  done 
splendid  work  which  might  be  called  personal  advertising  for  the  Training  School 
and,  incidentally,  the  Hospital.    Thousands  of  young  women  of  high  school  and 
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college  age  are  addressed  and  conditions  in  the  various  training  schools  of  a 
certain  standard  are  pictured  in  leaflets  which  are  given  out  to  girls  who  are 
interested,  or  to  their  parents.  We  are  proud  to  he  in  the  group  of  hospitals 
which  keeps  Miss  Evelyn  Wood,  the  very  interesting  and  capable  Executive 
Secretary,  working  in  the  various  towns  of  this  and  other  central  States.  The 
expense  is  divided  among  the  ten  hospitals  and  the  personal  members  of  the  Cen- 
tral Council,  and  it  seems  a  very  sensible  expenditure  of  money  for  developing 
and  moulding  Public  Opinion  in  regard  to  nursing  as  a  profession. 

Three  editions  of  the  Hospital  Bulletin,  of  which  Mrs.  Ernest  E.  Irons  is 
editor,  are  issued  annually,  giving  information  on  hospital  matters  to  a  list  of 
one  thousand  friends  of  the  hospital,  comprising  former  patients,  Nurses  Alumnae, 
Board  of  Managers,  Medical  Staff  and  our  Woman's  Board. 

Mrs.  L.  Hamilton  McCormick,  Chairman  of  Occupational  Therapy,  is  abroad 
at  present.  Mrs.  W.  B.  ReQua  is  Vice-Chairman  and  has  collected  funds  for  the 
general  expenses  in  the  department.  We  feel  proud  of  this  Occupational 
Therapy  department  where  the  crippled  ones  are  taught  handcraft  of  various 
sorts — some  being  cured  physically  with  the  exercise  of  disabled  muscles — some 
being  taught  new  trades  by  which  they  support  themselves — all  being  helped  men- 
tally and  others  being  made  better  citizens  in  the  give  and  take  of  the  shop  life 
under  Miss  Brainerd. 

Social  Service  Department,  Miss  Breeze  in  charge,  is  an  outstanding  work 
of  our  Woman's  Board  and  is  the  follow-up  work  of  the  poor  patient  whose  home 
problem  follows  him  like  Banquo's  ghost  and  would  not  down  were  it  not  tackled 
by  Miss  Breeze.  She  has  a  nurse  to  send  to  the  poor  home  to  investigate  condi- 
tions— to  see  that  children  are  cared  for  during  the  sickness  of  the  parent — that 
other  sick  ones  in  the  family  are  put  in  care  of  some  organization  equipped  to 
care  for  them — to  give  oversight  during  convalescence  and  to  see  that  doctors' 
instructions  are  carried  out,  toward  a  permanent  cure — to  re-establish  a  home,  many 
times  under  better  conditions,  and  return  a  better  citizen  to  his  community.  All  of 
this  is  outside  of  actual  medical  and  surgical  service.
